Ab an input to our IIATO planning, I am interested in further 
e ;-.p Loring the factors affecting the political/military reliability 
of the East European Warsaw Pact nations as allies of the U.S.S.H., 
with particular’ reference to the U.S.S.R.’s assessment of those 
factors. I would appreciate your requesting from the U.S.I.B. a 
Special national Intelligence Estimate which would discuss the 
reliability of tho East European governments and their armed 
forces in the terms outlined below. 

The estimate should focus on the extent to which the Soviets 
believe they could depend on the East European governments and 
armed forces in their planning for the contingency of nonnuclear 
conflict in Europe. The estimate should canvass the general 
factors influencing East European reliability from the Soviet 
point of view, including the responsiveness of governments to 
Soviet direction; the loyalty of military personnel; the efficiency 
of the Warsaw Pact eoranand structure and other means of control 
which the Soviets might employ; the effect of national enmities 
among the East European nations; and the effect, insofar as these 
are relevant, of possible future changes in IIATO and relationships 
among the European countries. 

In order to be useful for IIATO planning, the estimate should 
assess East European reliability under the following three possible 
circumstances in which the U.S.S.R. might conceivably plan to engage 
the West in nonane lear combat: 

A Berlin crisis, arising either out of local issues or as a 
Soviet response to IJ.S. actions outside Europe. 

A deliberate nonnuclear attach on Western Europe, either using 
only forces in place so as to provide minimum warning or using a 
division force after a prior buildun. 
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A conflict arising b. accident 5 arising tor e-cawple from some 
autobahn mi s under standi ng or an uprising in East Germany which was 
not immediately suppressed,
